Company Sign Two 
Year Agreement 


Taxicab Drivers and Chauffeurs’ 
Union, Local No, 923, an affiliate 
of the brotherhood of teamsters, 
signed a two year contract with 
the Yellow Cab company of Oak- 
land this week. 


Under terms of the contract the 
drivers will receive a $4.00 a day 
minimum and 45 per cent over 
$55.00 taken in in fares during the 
week, and the 48 hour week. 

The Yellow Cab company is the 
largest taxicab firm in the east 
bay distvict. The new contract af- 
fects approximately 100 union men. 

Signing for the union was L. S. 
Handley, business representative, 
and Frank O’Farrell signed for the 
cab company. 


AUTO PARTS 
CLERKS ON 
STRIKE HERE 


In an attempt to obtain higher 
wages, clerks of ten east bay au- 


tomobile supply stores struck 
Tuesday. 
The strike was called by the 


Automotive Parts and Accessory 
Clerks’ Union, Local No. 1081, an 
AFL affiliate, with the sanction 
of the Alameda County Central 
Labor Council Monday night. 

Approximately 25 clerks struck, 
with 37 other employes, including 
warehousemen and electrical 
workers, quitting work because of 
the clerks’ picket lines. 

Eight stores of the Western 
Auto supply, and one each of the 
Levin Auto supply and Jones Auto 
supply were affected. Late Tues- 
day the Oakland Employers’ coun- 
cil requested a meeting with cen- 
tral labor council officials to at- 
tempt to settle the differences, but 
no adjustment was reached. 

The union rejected the proposal, 
submitted by the employers’ coun- 
cil, to withdraw the pickets until a 
settlement was reached. The vote 
for rejection was 26 to 1. 

The union is demanding wage 
increases of $15 a month for sales- 
men and $20 for assistant man- 
agers, to bring the wage to $140 for 
salesmen and $155 for managers. 

The above stores were placed on 
organized labor’s “unfair” list un- 
til a settlement is reached.

On Child Labor 


Secretary of Labor Frances Per- 
kins announced the appointment 
of an advisory committee on oc- 
cupations hazardous for minors to 
advise with the children’s bureau 
concerning the development of pol- 
icies in this field of the bureau’s 
work. The committee, consisting 
of sixteen persons, was established 
on recommendation of Miss Kath- 
erine Lenroot, chief of the chil- 
dren’s bureau. Robert J. Watt of 
the American Federation of Labor, 
American workers delegate to the 
international labor organization, is 
a member of the committee. 

The children’s bureau of the de- 
partment of labor is given author- 
ity under section 3(1) of the fair 
labor standards act of 1938 to find 
and by order to declare occupa- 
tions to be particularly hazardous 
for the employment of children be- 
tween the ages of 16 and 18 years 
or detrimental to their health or 
well-being. 
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FIRE EQUIPMENT CO. 
PLACED ON “UNFAIR” 
LIST BY MACHINISTS 


San Rafael Local No. 238, inter- 
national association of machinists, 
placed the firm of C. A. Meaus- 
doffer of Ross, California, manu- 
facturer of sirens, valves and other 
fire fighting equipment, on the of- 
ficial ‘We Don’t Patronize” list of 
organized labor. 

After months of negotiations 
the company has refused to meet 
union requirements and is now 
paying a wage far below the union 
rate, says O. E. McNally, secretary 
of the Marin Central Labor Coun- 
cil. 

Fire fighters and other members 
of organized labor are asked to 
take notice. 


A. F. L. DRAFTSMEN WIN 
TWO PAY BOOST PACTS 


Contracts Negotiated with 
New York Firms Carry Wage 
Increases Ranging from $15 
To $20 Per Week 


The collective bargaining and 
labor relations committee of Local 
66 of the international federation 
of technical engineers’, architects’ 
and draftsmen’s unions of New 
York city, consisting of George H. 
Holland, Frank Wisler and J. Law- 
rence Raimist, has been successful 
in negotiating agreements with C. 
E. Halback and company and the 
North American Iron and Steel 
Company, Inc. Both of these firms 
are members of the Allied Build- 
ing Metals Industries, Inc. 

The committee is indebteded to 
Counselor Howard H. Spellman for 
his co-operation and advice in 
these negotiations. 

Due to continued stalling on the 
part of the firms, it was only after 
the union was certified by the 
state labor relations board that the 
committee was enabled to proceed 
with negotiations. 


NEW UNEMPLOYMENT 
BENEFIT CHARGES 


Under California’s new law for 
filing unemployment compensation 
claims which became _ effective 
January 30, anyone who has 
worked in subject employment for 
the period of one year, and who 
has earned a minimum of $156 
may draw benefits. 

A graduated scale up to earnings 
of $1500 for the entire year is con- 
tained in the new law, and earn- 
ings of this amount entitle the 
claimant to maximum benefits of 
$300, 

The law also sets the weekly 
benefit amount by computing the 
amount of wages in the highest 
quarter. Weekly payments are 
from $7 to $15, depending on earn, 
ings in the highest quarter. 

Under California’s old law, it was 
necessary to earn $156 in two cal- 
endar quarters to receive any 
benefits, and to have earned $3,120 
in two years to receive maximum 
benefits of $300. Now, however, 
computations are unm a one year 
base, or the “first four out of the 
last five calendar quarters.” 


Musicians Want Social 
Security Law Changed 


One hundred and fifty thousand 
members of the American federa- 
tion of musicians, affiliated with 
the American Federation of Labor, 
are unfairly treated by the social 
security act because they are em- 
ployed casually in various states, 
Samuel T. Answell, general counsel 
of the musicians’ federation, told 
the house ways and means commit- 
tee, which is considering proposed 
amendments to the statute. 

He claimed that wage credits are 
given each state only for persons 
employed within its borders. This 
restriction, he said, results in musi- 
cians having credits scattered in 
many states,

Executive Council of American Federation of 
Labor Issues Statement on Questions Under 


Consideration by AFL-CIO Peace Conference 


On March 15, 1939, President Green of the American 


Federation of Labor summoned the executive council of the fed- | 


eration to meet in special session on March 22 in Washington to 
consider matters relating to the negotiations in progress to heal 
the breach between the A. F. of L. and the C. I. O. Mr. Green 
took this action after receiving a report from the committee 
representing the American Federation of Labor on the status of 
the negotiations. 

In a statement announcing the convening of the executive 


council, the American Federation of Labor said: 

“Tt appeared from the committee’s report that during discussion of the 
A. F. of L.’s peace proposal the question was raised at the sessions of the 
joint conference committee in New York this week as to the terms and 
conditions under which the unions which originally left the A. F. of L. 
to form the C. I. O, could now return to the A. F. of L. 

“It was pointed out that several of these unions have extended the 
jurisdiction under which they formerly operated under A. F. of L. char- 
ters to new branches of industry. 

“The executive council will be asked to decide at its meeting on March 
22 whether these unions could be readmitted to the American Federation 
of Labor with charters covering the new jurisdiction they have assumed 
or whether their jurisdiction would limited to the same fields as 
covered by their former charters.” 

On March 23, at the conclusion of a two-day session, the executive 
council issued the following statement covering the questions submitted 


by the A. F. of L. committee, and, in addition, urging the appropriate 
committees of congress to hold immediate hearings on the amendments 
to the national labor relations act proposed by the American Federation 
of Labor: 


“Prompted by a realization of its responsibility to its constituent organ- 
izations, conscious of its duty to all of organized labor for bringing about 
unity in the family of labor, and appreciative of its relationship to the 
general public and general well-being, the 


in all phases the causes for the present dissension in the ranks of labor 
as well as efforts made and being made to adjust pending differences 
and effect a reunited labor movement 

“In this connection the executive council considered the appeal recently 


made by the president of the United States as well as the report sub- 
mitted by the conference committee representing the American Federa- 
tion of Labor. 


“The executive council would want the president of the United States | 
to know that it is in complete sympathy with his appeal and is ready and 
prepared to render every service possible toward the attainment of that 
objective consistent with the organic structure and form of the American |} 
Federation of Labor, 

“It would also have organized labor understand that it recognizes the 
imperative necessity for unity in our labor movement as well as for order 


in our industrial life, 
“Further, it would have both management and labor know that it is 
prepared to go to any reasonable length to accomplish that purpose. 

“Ai the same time it is clear that the executive council cannot go 
beyond the powers and authorities delegated to it or disregard or 
trespass upon the rights, privileges and prerogatives of affiliated 
national anid international unions, 

“Consistent with the foregoing it authorized the conference com- 
mittee to proceed as heretofore and continue in its endeavor and to 
do all in its power to effect a possible adjustment and reunite organ- 
ized labor under the banner of the American Federation of Labor. 
“In so doing we express regret that during current negotiations the 

chief executive of the C. I. O. has found occasion not only to criticize the 
officials of the American Federation of Labor and members of the execu- 
tive council, but to indicate a procedure and manifest a determination 


that may make more difficult an adjustment of pending differences upon 
a mutually satisfactory basis, 
“We hold that bitterness, prejudice, name calling, et cetera cannn 


contribute anything to a fair and equitable adjustment of differences 
that divide the ranks of labor. It is our purpose not to engage in such a 
procedure or practice, and we would appeal to our affiliates to be guided 
accordingly. 

“At the same time we hold that current negotiations ought and must 
not retard our efforts and that of our affiliates in organizing the unor- 
ganized and in resisting any and all efforts made to harm, weaken or 
destroy our organizations. 

“It is our further purpose and determination to carry out our leg- 
islative program as decreed by the convention of the American Fed- 
eration of Labor. 

“We call upon congress not to be influenced in its judgment upon 
pending legislative measures other than upon considerations of 
mer! 

“We refer specifically to the amendments proposed to the Wagner 
labor relations act. 

“We hold that further delay of hearings in this case will lead to 
serious misunderstandings. 

“On the other hand it is our belief that an immediate hearing will 
tend largely to clarify the present situation and aid rather than 
injure current negotiations for an adjustment of existing differences. 

“Further delay cannot be attributed to impartial desire for the 
adjustment of a serious situation for it could only contribute to the 
advantage of one party to the controversy.”

TYPOGRAPHICAL UNION NEGOTIATES CLOSED SHOP 
AGREEMENT WITH PHELPS PUBLISHING COMPANY 


Springfield Firm Publishes Forty Magazines with 
National Circulation; Dual Union Scheduled for Discard 


In the March issue of the Typo-| came 


graphical Journal, the official pub- 
lication of the international typo- 
graphical union, C. M. Baker, pres- 
ident of the I. T. U., gives an in- 
teresting account of the negotia- 
tion of a closed shop agreement 
with the Phelps Publishing com- 
pany, of Springfield, Mass., through 
which forty magazines were added 
to the list of union-made publica- 
tions. 

The text of Mr. Baker's article 
follows: 


“It can be done! 


“In 1921 a large publishing plant 
in New England went non-union. 
At the time an injunction against 
the union was obtained. 


“Throughout the months of 1937 
and 1938 when the wave of organ- 
izational psychology was at its 
height, we were told that it was 
impossible to organize the plant. 
Finally a dual organization issued 
a charter to a union covering all 
the production workers in the 
plant, including compositors. 

“But—it has been done! 

“On December 29th Representa- 
tive Whittle secured a closed shop, 
approved contract with that par- 
ticular firm—the Phelps Publish- 
ing company of Springfield. At a 
special meeting of Springfield 
typographical union on Thursday 
evening, December 30th, thirty- 
four closed shop jobs were added 
to the jurisdiction of the union. All 
composing room employes, includ- 
ing foreman and proofreaders, be-

Fire Cause Survey Shows 
Cigarette Cause of Fire 

It is interesting to note that the 
cigarette smoker still leads the 
field as the 
cause of fires. In 
a recent survey 
comprising 12 
states the causes 
of fires were 
listed as follows: 
Careless smokers 
caused 13,405 fires with total dam- 
age of $3,795,577; defective chim- 
neys caused 12,753 fires with total 
damage of $4,680,330; defective 
wiring, etc., caused 8,022 fires with 
total damage of $6,258,906; and 
miscellaneous and other causes, 
48,000 fires with total damage of 
$51,000,000. 


Interesting is the fact that we 
can at least give the cigarette 
smoker credit for being careless 
in localities that will not incur 
large individual losses, if it is pos- 
sible to give him any credit at all. 
Lives Lost As 
Result of Fire 


A six month survey in the United 
States show the following lives 
lost: Airplane fires, 44; automobile 
fires, 53; firemen fighting fires, 19; 
gasoline fires, 16; forest fires, 6; 
explosion, gas, etc., 30; smoking, 
12; children and matches, 17; fire- 
men responding to false alarms, 
8; heating appliances, 10; mine 
fires and explosions, 86; trapped in 
fires, 156; overcome by smoke, 10; 
other causes, 55. 

From the above survey it would 
seem advisable for our readers to 
refrain from working in a mine or 
going up in an airplane or linger- 
ing around buildings which are on 
fire or being a fireman, or using 
an automobile, etc. 

Legislative Committee Passes 
Heart, Pneumonia Bill 


At a meeting of the legislative 
committee on insurance, attended 
by members of Local 55, interna- 
tional fire fighters of Oakland, the 
committee passed favorably on the 
heart-pneumonia bill which has re- 
ceived the endorsement of organ- 
ized labor and which will give to 
the firemen a much needed relief 
in view of the large number of 
firemen having their hearts ruined 
from the results of exposure to 
poison gases, etc.

Delegate at Large to Building 
Trades Convention Submits 
Report for Alameda County 


Following is a report submitted 
to the California Building and Con- 
struction Trades Council in con- 
vention in San Francisco. The re- 
port was given by J. H. Quinn, 
president of the Alameda county 
trades council, and delegate at 
large to the convention: 

To the Officers and 

Members of the California 

State Building and Construction 
Trades Council: 

Gentlemen: 

Much progress has been made by 
unions affiliated with the Alameda 
County Building and Construction 
Trades Council since our last con- 
vention. 

The council, like practically all 
other councilsin the state, was oper- 
ating on the open shop basis until 
February 1936 when all crafts, by 
referendum vote, voted to adopt 
the closed shop system on all jobs 
coming within its jurisdiction. 

With only a small membership 
the council began its uphill drive 
in 1936 to unionize all jobs until 
today every large job and about 95 
per cent of the smaller jobs, in- 
cluding home building, are employ- 
ing members of the trades council, 
with the ultimate result that the 
council and its affiliated unions 
have doubled their membership 
and in some cases have increased 
from 500 to 1000 per cent. 

In September 1988 the trades 
council, again by referendum vote, 
signed a two-year agreement with 
the east bay builders advisory 
council, comprised of general con- 
tractors and home builders. The 
agreement was signed on a closed 
shop basis, employing only A. F. of 
lL. members, and provides that no 
increase or reduction in wages 
shall take place during the life of 
the contract and all sub-contractors 
must abide by the agreement also. 
Only two agreements of this kind 
have been signed in the west. 

Through the efforts of our coun- 
cil many members of various crafts 
have been successful in finding 
employment in key positions in 
city and county governments. The 
council has also placed one of its 
members on the federal housing 
authority in the city of Oakland 
which will, in the near future, 
spend $5,000,000.00 on the construc- 
tion of new homes in the western 
part of our city. 

Every craft employed in the 
building and construction industry 
is affiliated with our trades coun- 


cil with the sole exception of the 
material teamsters; forty unions 
now comprise the building and 
construction trades council in Ala- 
meda county. 


The council was instrumental in 
organizing the rock, sand and 
gravel industry throughout the 
northern part of the state of Cali- 
fornia, wages were increased as 
much as 25 to 50 per cent and 
hours shortened and a closed shop 
contract entered into. 


The board of business agents 
meet every Tuesday morning and 
discuss the various problems con- 
fronting their respective trades; 
much harmony prevails among the 
business agents in this county and 
all credit is due them for the able 
manner in which they carry on 
their work under the banner of the 
American Federation of Labor. The 
business agents in the county are 
not connivers or “chiselers” neither 
do they take part in or aid those 
who make a “racket” of the labor 
movement, neither do they aid or 
abet those who dig into the treas- 
uries of local unions and take 
money without the consent of the 
membership. We are fortunate in 
Alameda county to have such able 
and capable leadership. 

Through the co-operation of em- 
ployers and the council, a housing 
exhibit, one of the best displayed 
in the west, was made possible in 
the Oakland auditorium. This ex- 
hibit brought thousands of dollars 
to the building trades mechanics 
in small home building. Another 
exhibit is planned for next year. 

Alameda county organized labor 
played a very important part in 
the defeat of Proposition No. 1, 
the anti-picketing initiative on the 
November ballot. The unions in 
the building trades council contrib- 
uted 100 per cent when the call was 
made for funds; 
spent in Alameda county to de- 
feat this measure. No. 1 was de- 
feated by a 23,000 majority in Ala- 
meda county. 

Several months ago our council 
adopted a loyalty pledge, unless 
delegates take this oath to the A. 
F. of L. they are not seated; an- 
other law adopted by the council 
prohibits any delegate from affil- 
iating with labor’s non-partisan 
political league; this law is in con- 
formity with the policy of the A. F. 
of L., recently approved by the ex-

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A. F. of L. Proposals Win 


The Government Reorganization Bill 


The government reorganization bill passed by the senate is 
much more limited in scope than the omnibus measure rejected 
last year. It does, however, reflect greater harmony with the 
basic principles of our government. 

The former reorganization bill was characterized by its 
sweeping delegation of congressional authority to the executive 
branch of the government. This was one of the main reasons 
that led the American Federation of Labor to oppose its enact- 
ment. The federation believed that congress should retain all 
its constitutional authority in conformity with the principles 
and procedure of democratic government. Much of the delega- 
tion of legislative power contained in the former bill was omitted 
from the present measure. 

The 1938 bill also abolished the three-man civil service com- 
mission and substituted therefor a one-man civil service admin- | 
istrator with dictatorial power. The American Federation of | 
Labor, expressing its own view and the view of its affiliated | 
organizations composed of government employes militantly op- 
posed the abolition of the three-man civil service commission as 
against the public interest and insisted that it be retained as an 
independent establishment. The commission is exempted from 
the provisions of the present bill. 

The American Federation of Labor also consistently and 
persistently demanded the preservation of the United States 
employes compensation commission, which administers the fed- 
eral workmen’s compensation laws, as an independent estab- 
lishment. The commission is exempted from the provisions of 
the bill passed by the senate. 

In addition, the American Federation of Labor insisted that 
any executive order issued by the president under the reorgan- 
ization bill should not be effective until approved by a majority 
vote of both the senate and the house of representatives. This 
important principle is found in the provision of the present bill 
that the president’s plans will become operative within 60 days 
after submission to congress, unless both house and senate dis- 
approve. 

Thus the three fundamental principles enunciated by the 
American Federation of Labor for incorporation in the govern- 
ment reorganization bill—retention of the present three-man 
civil service commission and its retention as an independent 
establishment, the retention of the United States employes com- 
pensation commission as an independent establishment, and 
approval by congress of plans by the president in connection 
with reorganization—are all found in the measure passed by

The California State Federation of Labor, it appeared today, will have to come to the 


rescue of the oil workers of the state to prevent a wholesale delivery of the entire oil industry 
into the hands of the major oil monopolists through passage of Assembly Bill 1926. Sponsored 
by the CIO, encouraged by the major oil companies and given the blessing and editorial back- 
ing of Harry Chandler’s Los Angeles Times, the triumvirate would name a commission to 
dictate policies to the state’s largest industry. 

The unholy alliance would then be in a position to say what wells should be drilled and 
what wells shut down. They would directly control the number of available jobs through their 
grip on production. A. F. of L. workers, who look to the oil fields for their livelihood, would 
then be subject to the domination of the CIO’s commission. 

“We are vigorously opposed to the passage of this bill and I have been instructed to use 
every effort to ensure its defeat,’ Edward D. Vandeleur, secretary of the state federation, 
announced at the Sacramento hearings. 

In Long Beach, where jobs of many A. F. of L. members would be endangered, the cen- 
tral labor council passed a strong resolution of protest and presented it to Governor Olson. 
The central labor councils in all parts of the state are urged to take immediate action. Protests 
should be sent to assemblymen and senators from their areas.

Letter on 
Peace Plan 


To the Officers of International 
Unions, State Federations of 
Labor, City Central Labor 
Unions, and Local Trade and 
Federal Labor Unions. 

Dear Sirs andBrothers: 

I enclose a copy of the most re- 
cent issue of the American Fed- 
eration of Labor weekly news serv- 
ice. Please note the statement by 
the American Federation of Labor 
peace committee on the plan sub- 
mitted by the CIO committee when 
the president called these commit- 
tees into conference on March 7th. 

At the time the CIO proposal 
was submitted, the committee rep- 
resenting the American Federation 
of Labor stated, “Any one familiar 
with present day labor difficulties 
will realize that the CIO proposal 
does not offer any possible solution 
to the problems facing us.” That 
statement was accepted as a re- 
jection on the part of the Amer- 
ican Federation of Labor commit- 
tee of the proposal made by the 
committee representing the CIO in 
peace negotiations. 

Shortly after this statement was 
made, the committee representing 
the American Federation of Labor 
prepared an answer giving the 
reasons why the CIO proposal was 
impracticable and impossible, This 
statement giving these reasons is 
published in the American Feder- 
ation of Labor weekly news service 
which I am bringing to your at- 
tention. 

Please give this statement as 
wide publicity as possible so that 
the membership of the American 
Federation of Labor may be in- 
formed as to the reasons why the 
CIO proposal was rejected by the 
committee representing the Ameri- 
can Federation of Labor.

RUMORS: Last week saw ru- 
mors, that appear to have existed 
for the past year or more, break 
into a seething maelstrom of 
strong suspicion on the part of, at 
least a few. Annonymous and not- 
so-annonymous phone calls and 
statements called to the attention 
of the paint makers’ representa- 
tive, the possibility that one of our 
larger companies was dabbling— 
dabbling in strictly union affairs. 

To protect the entire member- 
ship of the union, the business 
agent has been conducting an in- 
vestigation of this possibility. Fur- 
thermore, it is the agent’s duty to 
learn if such rumors and_ suspi- 
cions are false, and if so, to imme- 
diately do all in his power to 
“squash” them and thus _ protect 
the economic interests and integ- 
rity of the company. It would seem 
to this observer, that any person 
or persons that might attempt to 
thwart such an investigation might 
possibly, of a necessity, be en- 
deavoring to cover up certain per- 
taining facts. 

MORE PAY: Another session 
last Monday evening at the labor 
commissioner’s office, brought an- 
other moral and financial victory 
for the union. After hearing the 
union’s stand, Deputy Kirby award- 
ed Brother Lloyd Nordwick $28.47 
overtime pay and $7.92 back pay 
resulting from a reduction in pay 
effected by the employer without 
notice to the employe. 

DECLINED: Many members will 
be sorry to learn that Brother Pitt 
Terrill has written in and declined 
the nomination for the office of 
business agent. Brother Terrill 
states that he feels that it would 
be foolish for him to leave the se- 
curity his present position affords. 
And his grey hairs will come in 
slower, too. 

OBSERVATION: It seems that 
most of the lasting union gains 
have not been brought about by 
the man that occasionally gets up 
enough energy to shout “Strike! 
Strike! Raise the dues! We gotta 
get a strike fund!”; but has been 
realized through psychological and 
statistical negotiating.
